SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  it  is  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the  transactions  of  your  association. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  both  executive  and  board  meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  August  13,  1980,  and  Sunday,  September  21,  1980.  It  discussed  investing  funds 
for  larger  yield,  requested  additional  operational  funding  from  VCU,  discussed  the  proposed  operational  budget  for 
1981 ,  and  prepared  a  recommendation  to  the  board  to  sell  1 107  East  Clay  Street. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  Sunday,  September  21,  1980.  It  resolved  to  assist  the  proposed  Faculty  Club 
committee  in  its  search  for  a  location,  discussed  the  rising  cost  of  publications,  accepted  the  vice-president's  request 
to  use  the  name  "Division"  in  reference  to  each  of  the  six  areas  within  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  and  allowed 
each  division  to  schedule  its  own  Scientific  Assembly  and  class  parties.  It  endorsed  the  continuation  of  a  traditional 
Reunion  Weekend,  adopted  the  1981  budget,  and  authorized  the  sale  to  VCU  of  1 107  East  Clay  for  $88,000. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  October  15,  1980.  It  discussed  the  operational  budget  and  yield  from  investing 
$88,000  from  sale  of  property,  and  appointed  an  Investment  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  November  25,  1980,  with  the  Investment  Committee  to  discuss  the  wisdom,  safety 
and  liquidity  of  possible  investments. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  Sunday,  January  11,  1981.  It  acknowledged  receipt  of  operational  funding, 
received  confirmation  that  the  East-West  alley  under  VCU  ownership  would  remain  open,  discussed  Reunion  1981, 
continued  discussion  of  possible  investment  advisors,  and  elected  Dr.  Robert  O.  Hudgens  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  1981. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  Sunday,  January  11,  1981.  It  heard  reports  from  the  six  vice-presidents  on  the 
formation  of  each  of  the  divisions  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  endorsed  the  concept  of  an  Investment 
Committee  to  advise  the  Executive  Committee,  authorized  the  Executive  Committee  to  invest  monies  judged  to  be  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  association,  adopted  a  resolution  to  separate  MCV  funds  from  the  operational  account, 
amended  Bylaw  I,  Membership,  Section  2  (3)  to  "any  non-alumnus  house  officer  who  contributes  one  year"  and 
proposed  a  similar  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  March  25,  1981.  It  received  the  auditor's  report,  adopted  the  Investment 
Committee's  recommendation  to  invest  larger  portions  of  MCV  monies  with  the  MCV  Foundation  and  smaller 
operational  monies  with  the  financial  program  at  VCU,  accepted  the  House  Committee's  report,  scheduled  a  joint 
Executive/House  meeting  with  architectural  personnel  from  VCU,  accepted  the  report  of  the  Scholarship  Commit- 
tee on  the  1981  presentation  of  2  awards,  asked  Mrs.  Kay  to  request  the  MCV  Foundation  to  submit  an  article  to  each 
Scarab,  approved  the  increase  of  liability  insurance  coverage,  and  discussed  the  senior  dance,  reunion  and  divisional 
activities. 


The  Executive  Committee  met 
April  29,  1981.  It  accepted  the  Trea- 
surer's Report  that  $215,000.00  of 
MCV  monies  had  been  invested 
with  the  MCV  Foundation  and  au- 
thorized investing  portions  of  the 
operational  balance  with  the  VCU 


Investment  Program,  interest  from 
which  will  be  credited  to  MCV 
Funds;  prepared  a  recommendation 
to  the  board  for  a  bylaw  change  to 
permit  local  chapters  be  repre- 
sented on  the  board;  enlarged  the 
size  of  the  House  Committee;  and 
endorsed  the  House  Committee's 


recommendation  to  relocate   the 
alumni  facility. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on 
June  5,  1981.  It  received  the  reports 
of  the  treasurer  and  the  Nominating 
Committee  and  prepared  recom- 
mendations for  the  board. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on 
June  5,  1981,  and  accepted  reports 
of  officers  and  committee  chairmen. 
It  made  three  bylaw  revisions: 

1.  Amendment    Section    1    of 
Chapter  III 

At  the  end  of  the  first  sentence 
add  "the  Presidents  of  all  or- 
ganized chapters  shall  serve 
as  trustees  with  full  privi- 
leges." 

2.  Amendment  Section  1  of  IV 
After   the    word    "assistant 
treasurer"  add  "presidents  of 
organized   chapters   of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association." 

3.  Amendment  Section  2  of 
Chapter  VII  to  read: 
"There  shall  be  an  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  It  shall  consist  of  the 
president,  the  president-elect. 


the  immediate  past-president, 
the  secretary,  the  treasurer, 
the  assistant  treasurer,  and 
the  six  vice-presidents  for 
each  of  the  divisions.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  may  add 
additional  members  at  its  dis- 
cretion. 

The  Board  Resolved: 

That  the  agreement  of  September 
30,  1979,  between  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  Alumni  Association 
of  VCU  and  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University  be  extended 
indefinitely  with  the  following  pro- 
visions. 

1.  Every  two  years,  prior  to  the 
anniversary  date  of  the  agree- 
ment, the  trustees  shall  evalu- 
ate the  agreement  and  make 
adjustments  which  have  been 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  both 
parties. 


2.  An  exception  to  Section  #8 
may  be  granted  by  the  univer- 
sity in  the  event  the  alumni  as- 
sociation wishes  to  undertake 
a  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram designed  to  fund  the  con- 
struction or  improvement  of 
alumni  association  facilities. 

3.  The  staff  of  the  alumni  associ- 
ation may  be  externally 
funded  starting  July  1,  1981. 

The  board  set  May  14,  15,  16, 
1982  for  Reunion  '82. 

The  board  gave  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  House  Commit- 
tee the  authority  to  explore  alterna- 
tive sites  for  the  alumni  facility.

Dr.  Wiley  presented  his  report: 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


My  Fellow  Alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  and  guests: 

I  am  privileged  to  be  able  to  present  to  you  this  afternoon  the  President's  report  regarding  the  association's 
activities  for  1981. 

In  planning  the  various  programs  for  this  year,  your  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of  Trustees  became  aware  of 
certain  areas  within  the  association  that  required  re-evaluation.  Steps  were  taken  to  identify  these  areas,  and  we  have 
set  new  goals  for  reorganization  and  improvement. 

It  was  felt  that  the  change  in  the  economy  necessitated  re-evaluation  of  our  investment  policies  and  goals,  and  an 
Investment  Committee,  under  the  knowledgeable  leadership  of  Dr.  Philip  Minor,  was  established.  This  committee 
was  quick  to  ascertain  that  there  were,  indeed,  more  profitable — yet  conservative — ways  to  wisely  care  for  our 
monies. 

On  their  recommendation,  the  Executive  Committee  elected  to  invest  a  major  portion  of  our  assets  with  those  of 
the  MCV  Foundation,  who  had  so  graciously  offered  their  support  and  with  whom  we  shared  mutual  goals  and 
objectives.  At  the  present  time,  your  alumni  association  has  invested  with  the  foundation  over  $200,000.00. 

This  committee,  also  suggested  that  our  short-term  monies,  which  are  used  on  a  daily  basis,  be  invested  with  the 
financial  team  at  Virginia  Commonwealth  University,  and  this  was  done. 
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I,  personally,  am  grateful  for  the  many  hours  the  committee  has  spent  evaluating  the  various  avenues  available  for 
investing  our  funds,  and  we  are  all  extremely  pleased  with  the  present  as  well  as  the  projected  growth. 

Another  area  of  concern  within  the  association  involved  the  several  scholarships  for  which  the  association 
assumes  custodial  responsibility.  For  several  years  these  scholarships  had  not  been  awarded,  and  it  was  apparent 
that  these  entire  programs  and  our  role  of  responsibility  would  have  to  be  re-evaluated.  Dr.  Alton  Sharpe,  Jr.  was 
gracious  in  offering  to  chair  this  committee,  and  it  was  under  his  enthusiastic  leadership  that  the  Herman  Hertzberg 
M.  D.  Scholarship  Fund  and  the  Harry  Walker  Award  for  proficiency  in  physical  diagnosis  were  revitalized.  It  was 
my  privilege  at  graduation  this  year  to  award  the  $1 ,000.00  interest  free  Herman  Hertzberg  M.  D.  Scholarship  to  Dr. 
Gabriel  J.  Samori.  Dr.  Sharpe  presented  the  $250.00  Harry  Walker  award  to  Paul  D.  Cash  on  Honor's  Day  for  the 
Medical  School. 

It  is  my  hope  that  these  two  awards,  established  to  honor  both  donor  and  recipient,  are  but  two  of  the  many 
scholarships  that  will  be  established  in  the  future — to  be  administered  and  awarded  by  the  MCV  Alumni  Association. 

By  now,  you  have  heard  much  said  about  our  present  Alumni  House  and  plans  for  the  future.  It  is  readily  apparent 
that  our  present  house  is  in  much  need  of  major  repairs  or  renovation  in  order  that  we  might  continue  to  have  not  only 
a  place  for  social  activities  but  also  a  location  for  meetings  and  office  facilities. 

Your  Building  Committee,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson,  has  been  studying  and  negotiating 
with  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  building  a  new  Alumni  House  in  the 
immediate  area,  providing  us  with  the  facility  that  we  have  needed  for  so  long  in  order  to  handle  the  many  activities  of 
the  association.  President  Edmund  F.  Ackell  and  the  administration  of  VCU  have  been  most  cooperative  in  offering 
their  guidance  and  personnel  as  we  attempt  to  reach  some  decision  as  to  the  direction  we  should  take.  The  thought  of 
a  new  house  in  the  near  future  is,  to  me  personally,  exciting  and  thrilling. 

Although  we  have  encountered  a  tremendous  increase  in  production  costs.  The  Scarab  continues  to  improve  with 
each  issue,  reflecting  the  professionalism  of  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay,  editor,  and  Mrs.  Nancy  J.  Hartman,  managing 
editor. 

As  you  will  recall,  the  MCV  Alumni  Association-VCU  agreement  of  September  30,  1979,  established  the  six 
individual  school  divisions  within  the  alumni  association.  At  this  time,  all  divisions  but  one  have  been  established  and 
are  functioning  as  anticipated.  1  was  given  the  honor  of  attending  several  of  the  organizational  meetings  of  these 
divisions  and  was  encouraged  by  the  enthusiasm  expressed  in  each  group.  It  is  my  belief  that  though  the  individual 
divisions  and  the  general  alumni  association  have  somewhat  different  functions  they  compliment  each  other  by 
allowing  better  communication  between  the  alumnus  and  his  school. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  this  year,  I  hope  to  spend  much  of  my  time  in  an  attempt  to  strengthen  the  local 
chapters.  I  anticipate  visiting  as  many  of  the  existing  chapters  as  possible  and,  hopefully,  establishing  new  ones.  I 
firmly  believe  that  all  local  chapters  should  have  representation  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  not  only  for  constructive 
input  but,  also,  for  identification  of  the  needs  of  individual  chapters  and  their  alumni. 

Each  of  us,  as  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  owe  a  great  deal  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Franklin  Stone,  our 
executive  secretary,  and  to  her  hard-working  staff.  Their  "behind  the  scenes*'  work  and  dedication  are  apparent  in  all 
phases  of  alumni  activity  and  are  sincerely  appreciated  by  me,  personally. 

Finally,  each  of  you — who  are  alumni — have,  by  your  presence  here  this  afternoon,  shown  your  continued  interest 
in  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  alumni  association. 

It  is  our  school.  It  is  our  alumni  association.  What  it  will  become  is  up  to  each  of  us.

ALUMNUS  OF  THE  YEAR  AWARD 

Dr.  Wiley  called  upon  Dr.  Nooney  to  make  the  presentation  of  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award.  Dr.  Nooney  said, 
"I  have  the  distinct  honor  of  presenting  our  highest  award,  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award,  to  one  of  our 
distinguished  members.  This  member  graduated  in  the  class  of  medicine  in  1927  and  began  practice  in  1928.  He  is  still 
practicing  six  days  a  week  on  a  half  day  basis.  I  will  read  a  direct  quote  the  recipient  made  himself.  'During  my  years 
of  private  practice,  I  have  done  a  little  of  everything  for  people  except  marry  them,  and  I  could  have  married  them, 
because  I  had  been  made  a  justice  of  the  peace  by  the  legislature,  only  I  wouldn't  qualify.'  This  person  formerly 
served  as  president  of  our  alumni  association  and  is  truly  one  of  our  very  distinguished  members.  The  association  is 
honored  indeed  to  present  this  award  to  Dr.  John  Wesley  Parker,  Jr.  And,  because  behind  each  great  man  there  is  a 
great  wife.  Mrs.  Parker,  we  would  like  to  have  you  come  forward  too,  please.  Dr.  Parker,  on  behalf  of  the  alumni 
association,  I  present  to  you  this  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award,  the  highest  honor  we  have." 

Dr.  Parker  replied,  "I  appreciate  this.  I  don't  know  what  I  did  to  deserve  it,  but  I  have  been  coming  up  here  for  fifty 
some  years.  I  know  that.  I  do  practice  six  days  a  week  half  day  and  even  on  Saturdays  till  twelve  o'clock.  I  have  done 
everything  except  marry  them.  I  wouldn't  qualify  for  justice  of  the  peace  because  I  was  afraid  1  might  have  to  try 
some  of  my  friends.  I  have  been  practicing  medicine  fifty-three  years  the  twelfth  of  last  month,  and  I  have  been  very 
fortunate.  When  I  moved  to  Northampton  County,  North  Carolina,  there  was  hardly  afoot  of  hard  surface  road  in  the 
county,  so  I  carried  my  old  pick,  shovel  and  chains.  There  weren't  any  tractors  to  pull  you  out.  It  was  tough.  You  got 
stuck  two  or  three  times  a  day  and  a  pair  of  mules  and  a  wagon  had  to  get  you  out .  Sometimes  I  delivered  two  babies  a 
night,  and  before  I  die  I'd  like  to  see  them  all  together  one  time.  I  told  my  wife,  my  babies  ought  to  be  my  pall  bearers. 
There  are  alot  of  them  over  50  years  old.  1  don't  know  that  I  should  say  any  more  than  thank  you  for  this  honor  and  I 
appreciate  it."

Commencement 

Commencement  exercises  for 
3,330  graduates  of  the  university 
were  held  at  the  Richmond  Coli- 
seum on  Saturday,  May  16,  1981. 

Dr.  Baruj  Benacerraf.  a  1945 
graduate  of  MCV  who  received 
the  Nobel  Prize  in  Medicine  and 
Physiology  in  1980,  delivered  the 
commencement  address  and  re- 
ceived an  honorary  doctor  of  sci- 
ence degree. 

Two  other  graduates  of  MCV 
were  honored  as  Wayne  Medal 
recipients.  Dr.  Wyndham  Boiling 
Blanton,  Jr.,  received  his  M.D. 
degree  in  J950.  He  was  honored 
for  his  participation  as  a  member 
of  the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors  and 
as  a  friend  of  the  institution.  Dr. 
Harry  Lyons,  a  dentistry  graduate 
in  1923,  was  honored  for  his  con- 
tributions to  the  School  of  Dentis- 
try and  the  dental  profession. 

At  the  commencement  exercises 
the  School  of  Medicine  conferred 
172  degrees,  the  School  of  Dentis- 
try, 127,  and  the  School  of  Phar- 
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macy.  102.  The  School  of  Nursing 
conferred  180,  the  School  of  Allied 
Health  Professions,  195.  and  the 
School  of  Basic  Sciences,  three 
master's  and  22  doctorates. 

Smith  Honored 

The  new,  $12  million  building 
for  the  university's  School  of 
Pharmacy  was  named  for  the  late 
Dr.  Robert  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr., 
the  fourth  and  last  president  of 
MCV. 

Construction  of  the  7-story 
building  began  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  12th  and  Clay  Streets  on 
April  2,  1981.  Kenbridge  Con- 
struction Company  of  Kenbridge. 
Virginia,  is  the  contractor  and  the 
architects  are  Hayes,  Seay,  Mat- 
tern  and  Mattern  of  Roanoke.  The 
building  will  also  house  the  depart- 
ment of  pharmacology,  which  is 
among  the  largest  and  most  heav- 
ily supported  by  federal  and  pri- 
vate research  grants  and  contracts 
in  the  country. 

Smith  was  the  last  president  of 
MCV  before  VCU  was  formed  in 
1968  by  the  General  Assembly.  He 
was  only  the  fourth  president  of 
MCV,  which  was  founded  in  1838. 
A  native  of  Petersburg,  and  a  1937 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, Smith  was  appointed  to  the 
pharmacy  school  faculty  in  1945. 
became  pharmacy  school  dean  in 
1947,  assistant  president  of  MCV 
in  1954,  and  on  July  1 ,  1956,  suc- 


ceeded the  late  Dr.  William 
Thomas  Sanger  as  president. 

After  the  merger  with  the  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute.  Smith 
was  appointed  provost  of  the 
MCV  campus.  He  resigned  the 
provost's  post  in  1969  due  to  ill- 
ness and  returned  to  the  pharma- 
cology department  where  he 
served  until  his  death  October  8, 
1971.

With  the  Big  Ones 

The  National  Science  Founda- 
tion has  listed  VCU  as  number  76 
among  the  top  100  institutions  in 
the  United  States  involved  in 
scientific  and  medical  research. 

The  ranking  is  based  on  the 
level  of  federal  funds,  in  the  form 
of  grants  and  contracts  for  re- 
search, which  entered  the  univer- 
sity in  1979. 
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In  that  year  VCU  attracted 
$14.34  milion  in  federal  funds  for 
research.  The  year  before,  federal 
research  funds  totalled  $1 1.68 
million,  and  VCU  was  ranked 
number  85. 

More  than  2,500  institutions  are 
polled  by  the  foundation  to  estab- 
lish the  ranking. 

A  Major  Grant 

Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity has  been  awarded  $2.6  million 
by  the  National  Institute  of  Health 
to  continue  its  liver  disease  re- 
search program  at  MCV. 

The  program  which  began  in 
1976  is  multidisciplinary  and  com- 
bines the  efforts  of  basic  scientists 
in  the  departments  of  pharmacol- 
ogy and  biochemistry  with  clini- 
cians in  the  departments  of  inter- 
nal medicine  and  surgery  in 
studies  of  the  causes  of  liver  dis- 
ease. 

Studies  by  researchers  at  MCV 
will  utilize  new  techniques,  such 
as  growing  liver  cells  in  culture  to 
investigate  the  special  functions  of 
the  liver,  according  to  the  project's 
principal  investigator.  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Fallon,  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  internal  medicine. 

Basic  research  in  several  areas 
important  to  an  understanding  of 
the  functions  of  the  liver  and  the 
development  of  liver  diseases  is 
underway  here  at  MCV,  notes  Fal- 
lon. "One  major  project  concerns 
studies  of  the  formation  and  re- 
moval of  scar  tissue  by  the  liver." 

Finally,  the  special  role  of  the 
liver  in  immune  or  allergic  re- 
sponses is  being  studied  at  MCV 
by  measuring  the  formation  of 
various  blood  proteins  which  are 
essential  for  these  reactions.  The 
various  special  substances  can  be 
detected  when  individual  liver 
cells  are  isolated  and  grown  in 
tissue  culture. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  research 
underway,  major  clinical  projects 
to  study  liver  disease  are  under- 
way at  MCV.  Included  are  studies 
of  the  therapy  of  chronic  active 
hepatitis,  studies  of  the  treatment 
of  alcoholic  hepatitis,  investigation 
of  a  suspected  new  form  of  viral 
hepatitis,  evaluations  of  the  pa- 
thology and  natural  history  of 
acute  viral  hepatitis  and  its  sub- 
forms,  and  measurements  of  se- 
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rum  bile  acids  and  thyroid  hor- 
mones in  patients  with  various 
forms  of  liver  disease. 

Significant  recent  progress  has 
been  reported  in  identifying  a  new 
viral  particle  which  is  present  in  a 
number  of  patients  with  chronic 
active  hepatitis  and  seems  to  pro- 
duce an  immune  response  which  is 
not  characteristic  of  known  forms 
of  viral  hepatitis. 

The  relationship  of  this  new 
hepatitis  virus  to  others  described 
at  different  institutions  is  currently 
uncertain.  The  difficult  clinical 
problem  of  treatment  in  chronic 
active  hepatitis  has  led  to  a  major 
project,   with   over    100   patients, 
which  is  nearing  completion.

Time  is  Important 

Brain  surgeons  at  MCV  have 
found  that  deaths  from  severe 
head  injuries  can  be  reduced  by 
more  than  half  if  victims  have 
blood  clots  in  the  brain  removed 
surgically  within  four  hours  of  the 
accident. 

In  a  report  published  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  New  England  Journal 
of  Medicine,  surgeons  reported  on 
their  experience  with  acute  sub- 
dural hematomas — accumulations 
of  blood  and  blood  clots  that  form 
between  the  brain  and  its  tough 
outer  covering — treated  in  82  pa- 
tients at  MCV  Hospitals  between 
December  1972  and  February 
1980. 

The  report  of  their  research 
encompasses  measurements  of 
almost  all  variables  that  affect 
recovery  from  hematomas,  which 


occur  in  about  25  percent  of  all 
serious  brain  injuries  due  to  acci- 
dents. All  82  of  the  victims  were 
unconscious  when  they  arrived  in 
the  emergency  room  and  were 
among  366  patients  treated  for 
serious  brain  injuries  at  the  MCV 
Hospitals  Head  Injury  Center  in  a 
7-year  period. 

Other  groups  of  surgeons  have 
reported  that  acute  subdural  hema- 
tomas result  in  death  for  60  to  90 
percent  of  accident  victims  who 
have  them.  The  surgeons  at  the 
MCV  Hospitals  reported  an  over- 
all death  rate  of  57  percent  for  82 
patients  who  had  subdural  hema- 
tomas, but  a  death  rate  of  only 
about  30  percent  for  patients  who 
were  treated  within  four  hours  of 
injury. 

"Rapid  transport  to  a  hospital 
that  is  capable  of  providing  prompt 
diagnosis  and  surgery  within  four 
hours  of  the  injury  will  substan- 
tially reduce  deaths  in  patients 
with  traumatic  subdural  hema- 
tomas," says  Dr.  John  Seelig,  one 
of  the  authors  of  the  report. 

"Since  acute  subdural  hema- 
tomas develop  in  approximately  25 
percent  of  patients  who  are  admit- 
ted while  comatose  from  head 
injury,  this  information  is  criti- 
cally important  for  rescue  squads, 
emergency  room  physicians,  and 
tertiary  physicians  who  are  di- 
rectly involved  in  the  transport, 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  these 
patients,"  says  Dr.  Donald  P. 
Becker,  chairman  of  neurosurgery 
and  co-author  of  the  report. 

Seelig  explained  that  a  hema- 
toma beneath  the  brain's  outer 
covering,  the  dura,  creates  pres- 
sure that  injures  brain  tissue, 
which  responds  by  swelling  and 
creating  even  more  pressure.  Con- 
trolling pressure  within  the  skull  is 
a  major  factor  in  the  care  of  head 
injuries,  he  said.  Patients  who  had 
subdural  clots  removed  within  four 
hours  of  injury  had  a  lower  inci- 
dence and  severity  of  elevated 
pressure  than  those  who  under- 
went surgery  after  four  hours. 

A  new  test  developed  for  day- 
to-day  clinical  use  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospitals,  and 
used  there  almost  exclusively  for 
brain  injured  patients  since  1975, 
was  applied  to  40  of  the  patients. 
It  measures  the  brain's  electrical 


response  to  external  stimuli,  in- 
cluding sound,  light  and  touch,  in 
completely  unconscious  patients. 
The  test,  called  evoked  potential 
electroencephalography,  detected 
severe  abnormalities  in  the  electri- 
cal activities  of  15  of  the  40  tested. 
All  15  died.  Of  25  patients  whose 
evoked  potential  tests  were  normal 
or  only  mildly  abnormal,  19  had 
functional  recoveries,  two  were 
severely  disabled,  and  four  died  of 
complications  only  vaguely  related 
to  their  brain  injuries. 

"These  statistics  prove  that  we 
can  predict  more  accurately  than 
ever  whether  a  patient  will  recover 
from  severe  head  injury.  It  is  an 
important  advance,"  says  Dr. 
Becker.  In  another  article  pub- 
lished by  the  MCV  Head  Injury 
Center.  Dr.  Raj  Narayan  reports  in 
the  Journal  of  Neurosurgery  that 
evoked  potential  EEGs  combined 
with  other  traditional  examinations 
allow  doctors  to  predict  with 
greater  than  90  percent  accuracy 
whether  a  patient  will  recover 
from  severe  head  injuries. 

Variables  recorded  by  the  scien- 
tists and  related  to  results  included 
age.  gender,  mode  of  injury,  initial 
neurologic  examination,  bruises  of 
brain  tissue,  intracranial  pressure, 
time  elapsed  from  injury  to  sur- 
gery, and  evoked  potential  electro- 
encephalography. 

Women  had  about  half  the  mor- 
tality rate  as  men,  the  data 
showed.  Men  had  a  mortality  rate 
of  65  percent:  women  had  35  per- 
cent. The  data  also  showed  that 
women  received  surgery  an  aver- 
age of  two  hours  earlier  than  men. 
Is  there  a  sexist  attitude  at  work? 

"We  have  speculated  that 
women  are  injured  in  places  where 
a  lot  of  people  are  around,  so  they 
get  to  the  hospital  sooner  than 
men.  But  it  may  be  partly  due  to 
attitude.  When  one  sees  an  injured 
man  and  an  injured  woman  simul- 
taneously, the  woman  may  receive 
greater  sympathy  and  be  helped 
more  quickly."  says  Seelig.
